temperance bill to become @ part of 
the proposed preferential ballot, 
caused consternation in some quar- 
ters, The direct Jegislation act re- 
quires a straight “yes or “no” bal- 
lot upon which no questions may oe 
incorporated other than the one 
upon which the proposed act is 
based. This was -the proceedings 
followed when the present liquor act 
was voted into law in 1916, 

The commbttee advised that the 
changes in the direct logislation act 
should enable the vote to be taken 
in accordance with the principles of 
the single transferable preferential 


vote, 
$225,000 for Taking Vote 

After deciding that the commit- 
tees report should not be dealt with 
until Friday afternoon the legisla- 
ture allowed the premier to move 
& supplementary supply bill provid- 
ing for the raising of $226,000 for 
the purpose of taking the liquor 
plebiscite within the ten months 
required by the direct legislation 
act, 

It was evident from _ reports 
Thursday night that the debate on 
the committee's report will be the 
outstanding battle of the session 
and chances of the house proroging 
Friday night as was contemplatod 
seem exceedingly slim. 

Had Arduous Sessions 

The special committee arrived at 
their conclusions after the most 
ardous sessions, lasting almost con- 
tinuously from Wednesday morning 
until shortly before the report wag 
read to the house by Chairman 
Geo, MacLachlan, U.F.A., member 
for Fembina. The other members 
were: W. M. Davidson, independent 
member for Calgary, Dr, J. 8. Ste #- 
art, Conservative member for Leth- 
bridge, and Fred White ,labor mem- 
ber for Calgary, The Liberal group 
in the house declined to take part 
in the committee's work, 

Report of Committee

(c) GOVERNMENT SALE OF BEER—Meaning thereby the 
sale of beer by or through government vendore for con- 
sumption in private residences under government control 
and regulation, 


(d) GOVERNMENT SALE OF ALL LIQUORS — Meaning 
thereby the sale of all lNquors by or through government 
vendors; beer to be consumed on licensed premises and in 
private residences; wines and spirits to be purchased in 
limited quantities under permit issued by the government 
under government contro! and regulation,

OTTAWA, April 19.—The exist- 
ence of a federa] reserve bank, sim!- 
lar to the reserve bank of the United 
States, would be a guarantee to 
every community for better protec- 
tion of other banking interests and 
financial operations, it is asserted 
in the memorandum of L. J. Ladner, 
Conservative member for Vancouver 
South, submitted to the banking and 
commercial committee of the house 
of commons today. 

The existence of a federal reserve 
bank would also be of great assis- 
tance (to provincial and municipal 
bodies in connection with their fi- 
nancial operations, the memoran- 
dum asserts, 

“The federal reserve bank, repre. 
senting the banking interests of the 
people of Canada,” said Mr. Lad- 
ner in his memorandum, “through 
the government would have the 
power and duty to take such steps 
as may be necessary to avold ar- 
rangements for unreasonable high 
rates of interest to check activities 
of banks engaged directly or in- 
directly in any other business ex- 
cepting banking, to stop the banks 
or bank managers acting as insur- 
ance agents or agents for diverting 
business under pressure to their 
own trust companies and to stimu- 
late a fair and reasonable competi- 
tion among banking institutions, 
giving a maximum of eervice to the

* Swollen Waters of Assiniboine Force Hundreds of Resi- 
dents from Homes at Brandon—Situation Along 
Red River Is Also Grave and Towns Are Menaced 


WINNIPEG, April 19 — Vast 
areas throughout central and 
southern Manitoba are swept by 


flood waters, and the reports reach- 
ing here tonight from the affected 
districts gave little indication that 
the peak had been reached. Es- 
pecially along the courses of the 
Assiniboine and Red Rivers ig ‘he 
situation grave, while a torrent 
many miles wide is rushing over a 
rich farming district toward Lake 
Manitoba in a northeasterly direc- 
tion a few miles west of Portage 
La Prairie, 

Railway transportation has been 
completely demoralized throughout 
the province as a result of the wash 
jouts along lines on the Canadian 
Pacifico and Canadian National rall- 
ways. A number of towns and vil- 
lages are practically isolated, in- 
numerable tridges have been swept 
away, culverts have beer washed 
out, and harrassed residents tn 
man districts are making frantic 
efforts to move their stock to high- 
er lands before their farms become 
surrounded, 

Surface water miles in extent 
swept down upon Weatbourne and 
Macdonald district touay headed

washed away and several washouts 
on the C.P.R. right of way were 
reported. 


During the day the Assiniboine 
river between Oak Lake and Vir- 
den overflowed its banks and hun- 
dreds of acres of rich cultivated 
land was inundated. The river to- 
night wag rising at the rate of near- 
ly a foot every two hours, In the 
Virden district settlers in the valley 
were being forced from their 
homes. Business was paralyzed ut 
MacGregor, where the main streets 
of the town were under water,

economy the Legislature has cut down the pension 
with which she is supposed to maintain herself 
and two small children from ‘$48 per month to 
$38? The letter may not make very pleasant 
reading, but the members will be well rewarded 


for perusing and pondering it nevertheless. For |}, 


one thing, they may as well get used to that kind 
of literature as soon as they can, for they are 
probably fated to see a good deal of it in the press 
during the next year, and to hear the subject mat- 
ter recited and commented on quite freely among 
their constituents. The subject is one in which no 
man with normal human feelings can fail to take 
an interest, and in the circumstances the tone of 
the communications and of the comment dealing 
with it is not likely to be of a kind that the legis- 
lators can fail to catch. With the full war-time 
sessional indemnity comfortably stowed in their 
pockets, and a hope that they may be able to cal- 
lect again next year at the same rate for their 
Lycurgian labors the members can hardly fail to 
also take an interest in this matter, though they 
may not view it from the same angle as the 
writers of such communications and the public 
who read the distressing paragraphs. 

Stating it as delicately as possible, the mem- 
bers are in the position of having stuffed their 
own pockets with exorbitant indemnities at the 
expense of widows and orphans whom they have 
legislatively declared to be the wards of the Prov- 
ince and the proper subjects of its care. And 
there is no use hoping that the public either will 
not hear about it or will not express their senti- 
ments freely on that manner of conduct. The 
robbery of the widow and the fatherless has from 
time immemorial and in all civilized lands been 
regarded as a peculiarly odious offence against 
human impulses, moral integrity, and common 
decency. The action of the Government in cutting 
down the pensions of the widowed mothers, with- 
out at the same time proportionately reducing the 
salaries of the Ministers and the indemnities of 
the members, resembles that offence nearly enough 
to draw a good share of the public censure which 
commonly falls upon it. As the Government ex- 
plicitly refused to allow the Legislature to revise 
the estimates downward the Ministers will have 
to accept the major portion of the responsibility 
for the disereditable fact that while salaries and 
indemnities remain at the war-time level the al- 
lowances paid to the widowed mothers are very 
substantially reduced. If the Province had never 
recognized its obligation to pay such pensions the 
case would be altogether different. But having 
recognized that responsibility and established 
what the amount of the pensions should be it does 
seem that that is about the last place that re- 
trenchment should be made. Certainly there is 
no ground of necessity, expediency or fairness 
upon which to justify the retention of indemnities 
—and Ministerial salaries—at the high level of 


extravagant generosity while cutting down the 
pitifully small allowance of the widowed mother. 
If the Province should not provide for these 
women and their children then the sensible and 
honorable thing to do is to cut off the pensions 
entirely. But if they are entitled to the assistance 
they have been hitherto given it really looks very 
much like petty larceny to sneak a few dollars off 
their monthly pay check. That would be bad 
enough in all conscience if the estimates had heen 
gone through with an inflexible resolve to cut all 
expenditure to the limit. But to do it while the 
Ministers and members are drawing as much for 
their services as they drew when the revenue was 
abundant and the province on the high tide of 
prosperity, is surely too small and too mean a 
course to be adhered to. For shame sake the 
Ministers had better pay the pensions at the 
usual rate, even if they have to do it by Gover- 
nor’s warrant and by adding a few thousands to 
the annual aeficit.
